SENATORS OBSTINATE 


B E L IE V E D T H E Y A R E R E A D Y TO 


K N I F E T A F T B IL L S . 


President’s Scolding Induces Leaders 


to Promise to Pass $30.000.000 


Conservation Bond Bill. 


Washington. Jan. 24. 
The revolt in 
the senate against the principal ad­ 
m inistration 
m easures 
grows 
more 
formidable as the session is prolonged. 
Though T aft's scolding of last week 
induced the leaders to promise to pass 
the $30,000,000 conservation bond bill 
and to take up postal savings bank 
legislation, all the other big proposi­ 
tions an- finding many enemii-s. 
The senate is an obstinate body. If 
I aft gets any results whatever, it is 
already clear that they will be had 
at the expense of 
compromise 
and 
concessions. 
Taft and Ballinger 
re­ 
gard their bill to permit the with­ 
drawal of coal oil and phosphate lands 
bv the secretary of the interior, pend­ 
ing appeal to congress for legislation 
confirming the action, as the most im­ 
portant in the conservation program. 
The bill is one of nine written 
by 
Secretary Ballinger 
and 
introduced 
last iH'ck by Senator Nelson. 
It was 
taki n up by the public lands commit­ 
tee last 
V\ ednesday, when Senators 
Nelson, Flint and Smoot, Republicans, 
and N’ewlands and Chamberlin, Demo­ 
crats, announced that they would not 
support it. 
Since that time these sen 
ators have agreed to offer and sup­ 
port a substitute leaving the authority 
in land w ithdraw als 
as 
it 
is 
now. 
They say the president at present has 
authority to m ake land withdrawals. 
The promise as to postal savings is 
merely to "take up" 
the 
question. 
This m eans the senate postoffice com­ 
mittee. which m eets next Wednesday, 
will in due time report out a bill. But 
the subject was taken onto the floor 
of the senate during the sixtieth con 
gress. with tIn result that strong op­ 
position 
developed. 
The 
opposition 
will be stronger in this congress. 
As 
a m atter of polities th*- Democratic 
senators will fight the postal savings 
scheme. 
The conservative leaders at 
heart are against it. and the insur 
gents want a more radical measure 
than the 
postoffiee 
committee, 
of 
which Penrose of 
Pennsylvania 
is 
chairman, an Aldrich man. will report.
